BRITISH CONSULAR AGENT 
‘HURT IN ALICANTE RAID 


Seriously Injured by Explosion of 
Bomb Dropped by Rebel 
Planes 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Aug. 6-—-The British 
Consular Agent at Alicante, Ga- 
briel Callejon, was seriously injured 
today when a bomb crashed two 
yards from the consular building 
during a raid by six insurgent tri- 
motored planes. A 

Most of the bombs fell in the 
Vista Hermosa quarter, killing one 
person and injuring 11 there. 

Callejon was taken to a hospi- 
tal. He has been acting Consular 
agent in Alicante the last 14 
months. 

The Consular Building was dam- 
aged severely by the explosion. 

A bomb crashed through the roof 
of a children’s summer school, in- 
juring 14 persons. It was estimated 
60 bombs were dropped in the raid.

Estranged Wife Preparing 
to Sail for Stockholm at 
Time of Death — Long 
Hollywood Career.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Aug. 6. 
—Warner Oland, movie actor, died 
at 3 p. m. (8 a. m., St. Louis time) 
today. He was best known for his 
role of Charlie Chan, the Chinese 
detective. He had been ill of pneu- 
monia for several days. He was 57 
years old. 

The actor’s death occurred while 
his estranged wife was preparing 
to go to his bedside. Her lawyers 


had announced at Santa Barbara, 
Cal., she would sail for Stockholm 
Monday. 

The veteran character was strick- 
en while on a holiday visit in his 
homeland. : 


A Swede Who Looked Like Amer- 
ican Who Played Chinese Role. 


Although to thousands of movie 


fication of everything Chinese, he 
was a Swede who, at the time he 


created the role, had never been 
in China. In private life he resem- 
bled a staid American business 
man. He developed his screen per- 
sonality through carefully perfect- 
ed mannerisms, using comparative- 
ly little make-up. It was said of 
him that he thought himself into 
the appearance of CDi Shan 
the Chinese philosopher-detéttive, 
who carried on through numerous 
pictures. His pictures were popular 
in China. : 

He survived by a few days the 
actress Pearl White, 
some of the old movie serial thril- 
lers of which he was the villain. 
Miss White died in Paris Thursday. 

Oland was born in Umea, Swed-. 
en, on Botanic Bay, the son of a 
state forester. When he was 15 he 
arrived in Boston with his parents. 
There, as a young man, he played 
in Shakespearean and Ibsen dram- 
as, finally reaching Broadway and 
attaining considerable success in 
such popular plays as “The Third 
Degree.” 

He received his high school edu- 
cation in Boston, and then attend- 
ed a dramatic school there. 

J didn’t realize I was so con- 
vincing as a Chinese until I went 
to China,” Oland said after return- 
ing from a vacation in the Orient. 
“Everywhere I went the natives 
addressed me in Chinese. I was 
introduced always as ‘Mr. Chan.’ 
I was accepted as a Chinese.” 


In 1909 he went to Hollywood to 
play a part in a Theda Bara pic- 
ture. He remained before the cam- 
eras. Although he became famous 
as Charlie Chan in the long series 
of films adapted from Earl Derr 
Biggers’ stories such as “The 
House Without a Key,” “The Chi- 
nese Parrot,” “Charlie Chan Car- 
ries On,” he is remembered for 
many other roles, including that 
of the mysterious Dr. Fu Manchu.

SOUTH PARIS, Me., Aug. 6.— 
The trial of former Deputy Sheriff 
Francis M. Carroll for murder was 
adjourned today until Monday 
morning after his former superior, 
Sheriff F. F. Francis, testified Car- 
roll mentioned the killing of Dr. 
James G. Littlefield when the dep- 
uty was arrested on a morals 
charge involving his 18-year-old 
daughter, Barbara. 

Francis quoted Carroll as ask- 
ing: “God, Sheriff, you don’t think 
I had anything to do with the 
murder of Dr. Littlefield, do you?” 

He said Carroll was absent from 
his duties at the jail between 6 
and 10:30 o’clock the night of Dr. 
Littlefield’s death, and that Carroll 
did not account for his absence 
when questioned later about it. 

While he never had noticed Car- 
roll used liquor before the killing, 
Francis said Carroll used it “ex- 
cessively” after Dr. Littlefield's 
death. 

Before Carroll's trial reached the 
end of its first week, the State at- 
tempted to prove frail Paul N. 
Dwyer, 18, Carroll’s acctiser, was 
incapable of moving the 67-year- 
old physician’s body unaided,

TO TROPIC TYPE DYSENTERY 


State Health Commissioner Says 

Diagnosis Is Shiga Disease; First 

Time Found in State. 
By the Associated Press. 

OWOSSO, Mich:, Aug. 6—Dr. 
Don W..Gudakunst, State Health 
Commissioner, said today that the 
disease that has caused the deaths 
of six children here has been def- 
initely classified as Shiga dysen- 
tery, an Oriental or tropical dis- 
ease. 

He described the disease as the 
“most severe of all dysentery dis- 
eases,” and said its spread was 
through germs from intestinal con- 
tamination of food or water. 

The diagnosis, Dr. Gudakunst 
said, was the first ever made of 
the disease in Michigan. 

He warned citizens against eat- 
ing uncooked food and drinking 
water that had not been boiled.

UNION CALLS STRIKE 
AT AUTO TRE STORES 


Some Oil Stations Selling Rub- 
ber Supplies Affected— 


Employes of 40 automobile tire 
stores and gasoline ions which 
handle tires, including the retail 
outlets of the major tire companies 
in St. Louis, were called out on 
strike today by the Gasoline Service 
Station and Warehouse Employes’ 
Union, an affiliate of the American 
Federation of Labor. About 150 
employes left their jobs. 

Irwin Frowitter, business agent 
of the union, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the strike involved 
only establishments operated by 
members of the Rubber Association 
of Greater St. Louis. Most of the 
40 stores were closed when em- 
ployes walked out, Frowitter said. 

He said the union’s contract with 
the firms expired in May and that 
it had been impossible to negotiate 
a new agreement. He declared that 
satisfactory agreements were 
reached about a month ago’ with 
the other tire and yasoline retail- 
ers, including most of the 1500 gaso- 
line stations in the city. : 

E. L. Meyer, St. Louis manager 
of Goodyear Rubber Co. stores, and 
a director of the association, said 
the strike involved Goodyear, 
Goodrich, Firestone and other ma- 
jor company stations, as well as a 
few of the larger independent deal- 
ers.

FOOD TO STRIKE PICKETS 


Puts Up Soup Kitchen for Men at 
Box Factory, Who, He Says 
Receive Starvation Wages. 

By the Associated” Press. 

HAMMOND, La., Aug. 6.—Gov. 
Richard W. Leche poured coffee 
and served sandwiches to strike 
pickets from the soup kitchen he 
built for strikers at the Hammond 
box factory yesterday. 

Leche said the box company em- 
ployes worked ten or twelve hours 
u day and received “the miserable 
starvation wage of 10, 12% and 15 
cents an hour.” 

The strike spread to the Roseland 
Manufacturing Company, owned by 
the same firm at nearby Roseland. 

A. J. Wilson, owner of both 
plants, issued a statement in which 
he said there was no discord be- 
tween the management and em- 
ployes and that the majority of the 
employes was opposed to the strike.

CORONER'S GLEAN-UP 
DISPLEASES SENATOR 


J. O. Monroe of Illinois Legis- 
lature Doubts Local Senti- 
ment Opposes Gambling. 


State Senator James O. Monroe 
of Collinsville ridiculed the anti- 
gambling crusade of Coroner W. 
W. Billings of Madison County last 
night, declaring all law enforcement 
depended on local sentiment and 
that the Democratic party in Mad- 
ison County had never regarded 
gambling as of much importance. 

Dr. Billings and Monroe are both 
Democrats. The State Senator, 


publisher of a newspaper at Col- 
linsville, addressed himself to the 
Coroner in an “open letter.” 

The Coroner, as told, has used the 
extraordinary police powers of his 
office to. suppress commercial- 
ized gambling in the county, say- 
ing he acted because the State’s At- 
torney and Sheriff had refused to 
enforce the law. The county’s prin- 
cipal gambling resorts, which op- 
erated unmolested for years, have 
closed their doors. 

Denying that the Republican par- 
ty had been voted out of office in 
Madison County because it tolerat- 
ed gambling, as Dr. Billings had 
said, Senator Monroe asserted the 
Democratic party “has never felt 
that gambling was of sufficient im- 
portance to make a pronouncement 
upon.“ 

“Our party, in case you don't 
know it,” Senator Monroe added, 
“is a liberal party based on the 
principles of individual liberty and 
local self-government; it never has 
accepted the doctrines of sumptuary 
legislation and puritanical admin- 
istration. If you don’t know this, 
you will find it out in 1940. 

“What you do in these matters is 
none of my concern; only I don’t 
like to see you putting false labels 
on our party, whose policies I im- 
agine I help shape as much as 
you do. 

I'll have to hand it to you for 
one thing: you get away with the 
most magnificent bluffs I’ve ever 
known. But I’m beginning to won- 
der if you have begun to wonder 
what will happen when some of the 
fellows you are pestering get up a 
little nerve and let you take them 
into court—how big a fine do you 
think a jury in a Justice Court in 
Madison County will put on a man 
for running a slot machine or a 
little poker game? 

“Eventually, I think you will find 
out that all law enforcement gets 
back (as it did in respect to prohi- 
bition) to sentiment in the commu- 
nities. Those who think otherwise 
and who tr yto impose their arbi- 
trary will upon a free people may 
have their little inning; but in the 
end they will pass like the ripple of 
a very small pebble cast upon a 
vast sea.” 

St. Clair County's lotto games 
have been patronized by larger 
crowds since the lid went on in ad- 
jacent Madison County, but none 
of the Madison County professional 
gamblers has set up for business 
in St. Clair County. 

Officials of St. Clair County are 
not disposed to take any action in 
the matter. Sheriff Henry L. Siek- 
mann, Assistant States Attorney 
Fred Bier and Police Chief Thomas 
H. Lonie of Belleville all said they 
had heard “reports,” but had no 
“complaints.”

A general warning to be on the 
lookout for the two desperadoes 
was issued by the F BI. The two 
men were last known to be in the 
vicinity of Chicago a week ago, 
when four of their casual compan- 
ions, two men and two women, 
were arrested in an automobile in 
Summit, III., a Chicago suburb.“ 
Police said that Walters was in the 
car with the four, but escaped and 
later met Hamilton in a tourist 
camp at Joliet. 

The two women arrested at the 
time told agents of the F B I that 
they had accompanied Hamilton 
and Walters to Illinois from Shreve- 
port, La. Illinois and Indiana au- 
thorities have expressed the belief 
that Hamilton and Walters may 
have been the pair who made an 
unsuccessful attempt to rob a bank 
messenger in Indianapolis on Thurs-

Hamilton, 30 years old, is a broth- 
er of Raymond Hamilton, who was 
executed in the Huntsville (Tex.) 
jail in May, 1935, for the murder of 
a prison guard after a brief terror- 
istic career in the Southwest. Wal- 
ters is 25 years old. Both were 
hangers-on of the Clyde Barrow 
gang some years ago. 

Pictures Are Examined. 

Pictures of Hamilton and Wal- 
ters were among a dozen Bertillon 
photos which were shown to Welsh 
yesterday, but both Welsh and po- 
lice refused to say whether any 
identification had been made. 

Police Chief Richard W. Nuse of 
Wood River said that if the rob- 
bery was committed by Hamilton 
and Walters, or by any other roam- 
ing gangsters, they must have had 
a “finger man” in the East Side 
territory who tipped them off as to 
the time at which Welsh would be 
carrying the money. 

The money had arrived in Wood 
River by registered mail early in 
the morning and was being taken 
by Welsh to the First National 
Bank of Wood River, of which he 
is teller, to meet payrolls of the 
Shell and Standard Oil refineries. 
It was a trip which Welsh, who was 


twice a month on refinery pay days. 
The robbery was performed with 
such swiftness that Madison Coun- 
ty authorities have been unable to 
determine the route taken by the 
robbers out of Wood River.

it. Charlie Munroe, a former Insull lieutenant, got 
control of the property and announced his intention 
of making it his life-werk. He stayed in St. Louis 
long enough to get the company’s valuation raised 
to a high figure and then sold it to Harley Clarke, 
reaping a tremendous profit which, in the end, can 
come only out of the pockets of the gas users. 

If the compromise heated the consumers to the 
boiling point, it is because of the suspicion that it 
was just another episode in a long series of dis- 
heartening appeals for justice. It has been the set- 
tled policy of the company to resist public regula- 
tion, to defy the authorities of State and city, using 
every legal means to do so and prolonging litigation 
to the court of last resort. 

The St. Louis directors thought they were trying 
to correct the old situation by the compromise and, 
since they had the co-operation of the Dickmann 
administration, considered themselves well out of 
the woods. But the Dickmann administration’s deal 
was unable to command either the support of the 
public or of the Public Service Commission. 

There is no reason why the gas company, whose 
franchise gives it an extremely valuable monopoly 
of the gas business here, cannot meet its public 
Obligations and still prosper. There is no reason, 
excepting for the greed of a long line of promoters, 
why it should have fought every major attempt at 
regulation. If the company were divorced from its 
strange corporate bedfellows in the Atlas Corpora- 
tion, and operated by and for St. Louisans, it would 
be a fine thing for all concerned.

Trends Threaten ‘Break 
down’of U. S. Economic 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE imprisonment of the Austrian 

Chancellor, Schuschnigg, has not at- 
tracted the attention it deserved. It is 
another illustration of the utter lawless- 
ness of the Hitler regime. There is a 
certain parallel between Schuschnigg and 
Kaiser Wilhelm. With the heat of con- 
flict still upon them, the Allies demanded 
that Wilhelm expiate in his own per- 
son the unspeakable carnage and ruin 
that his nation, under his leadership, had 
inflicted upon them. But with the ebbing 
of passion, revengeful fervor cooled. Wil- 
helm found a safe retreat in Holland and 
there he remains. 

But Schuschnigg? He had not been 
responsible for a great war. He had of- 
fended no foreign Power. He stood for 
Austrian independence and opposed ab- 
sorption by Germany. But he made an 
irreparable mistake in yielding to Hitler’s 
invitation to visit him. Had he refused 
to step beyond his frontiers and threat- 
ened force against invasion, he could 
have made a coup d’etat much more dif- 
ficult. But his fatal interview gave Hit- 
@r a chance to charge deception. He un- 
dertook to hold a plebiscite on the ques- 
tion of independence. A favorable vote 
would have rendered a German invasion 
such an undisguised aggression that it 
might have aroused France to action. 
Therefore, the dictator pounced at once. 
The unresisting Schuschnigg was made 
prisoner, but instead of being banished 
beyond the frontiers, he remains in con- 
finement like some criminal.

DETROIT, Aug. 6—The Jewish 
war veterans of the United States 
today urged Henry Ford to repudi- 
ate a decoration given him by the 
German Government, terming his 
“acceptance of such an award an 
indorsement of the cruel, barbar- 
ous, inhuman action and policies 
of the Nazi regime.” | 

Philip Cantor, secretary of the 
veterans’ organization, here to 
make preliminary arrangements 
for its national convention Sept. 
2 to 6, said the protest had been 
made in a telegram sent to Ford. 
He said another wire was sent to 
Edsel Ford, president of the Ford 
Motor Co., declining his offer to 
supply motor cars for use of con- 
vention delegates. 

Cantor said the message sent to 
Ford added: Tour acceptance 
also indicates to the American pub- 
lic your indorsement of the Ger- 
man-American bund and their sub- 
versive un-American activities and 
other anti-democratic groups sub- 
sidized here by Nazi funds.”

In this way, March points out, 
the newcomer would develop a ver- 
satility and an acquaintance with 
the methods of the real actors in 
the casts which would be of tre- 
mendous value in his screen Ca- 
reer. “Lack of this versatility, 
which can come only from experi- 
ence and the right sort of training,” 
says March, “has marked the doom 
of many a film aspirant. Every 
theater goer knows how a veteran 
of the stage can step in and play 
almost any sort of role. Many a 
talented juvenile, under a six 
months contract to some studio, 
has won success in his first part, 
only to fail utterly when given one 
at variance with the initial effort. 
It is his sad fate to at once be

sioned.

tooth or tonsil. This is the com’ 


monest cause. 

In treatment, it is obvious from 
reading the list of causes that the 
paramount consideration is rest, 
Rest to allow the hemorrhages to 
be absorbed and rest to allow the 
torn muscles to heal, if injury or 
sprain is the cause. Rest to allow the 
inflammation to subside if infection 
is the cause. 

Rest is especially important at 
first. Efforts to massage or rub 
out the pain during the first few 
days may prolong recovery indefi- 
nitely and add insult to injury. 

After rest, heat. Any form of 
external heat. This gives relief 
from pain and also promotes heal 
ing. One of the best forms of heat 
is the hot domestic flat iron. The 
patient is laid face down. The skin 
is anointed with vaseline, then a 


flannel is laid down over it, and & 


an iron as hot as can be stood 
moved up and down over the sore 
area. 

Later on rubbing, manipulation 
and massage are in order.

Of 
course if she shows people presents 
of value that he has given her, then 
in this case she should tell these 
same people of her engagement.
